THE OFFICE OF VIETNAM'S UN OBSERVER ISSUED A PRESS RELEASE 
AND A COMMUNIQUE SEPT. 13 RELATING TO VIETNAM'S MEMBERSHIP 
APPLICATION. THEY ASSERT THAT THE MIA QUESTION HAS NO 
CONNECTION WITH IETNAM'S UN MEMBERSHIP, THAT THE FORD 
ADMINISTRATION HAS SHOWN A NEGATIVE ATTITUDE AND CONTINUED 
HOSTILE POLICY TOWARD VIETNAM, AND THAT MR. FORD'S REAL 
CONCERN IS NOT MIA'S BUT THE ELECTION CAMPAIGN. FOREIGN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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MINISTRY SPOKESMAN CALLED MAKING THE MIA PROBLEM AN ISSUE 
AT THE UN A MANEUVER TO DISTORT BLATANTLY THE TRUTH. 

VIETNAM HAS CLEARLY SHOWN ITS GOODWILL, WHILE THE US HAS NOT 
REPLIED TO VIETNAM'S AUG. 27, 1976 NOTE CONCERNING TALKS
